BALTIMORE. 

The following historical facts which have been 
handed to us by a friend, show the rapid and un- 
parallelled increase of Baltimore. We hear much 
about the Western Country, but we believe that in 
rapidity of growth, that country affords no parallel 
to Baltimore. 

“In 1729, four commissioners purchased the 
ground on which this city has been erected, for the 
sum of 40 shillings per acre. One of these com- 
missioners, Docter George Buchanan, remained in 
the office of town commissioner till the time of his 
death. Baltimore was then a very inconsiderable vil- 
lage. One of the sons of this gentleman, lives to 
witness its rapid rise to wealth and importance. 
Baltimore in the year 1816, paid into the treasury 
of the United States, duties to the immense amount 
of $3,365,962 74.” 

What a wonderful country is ours! How like en- 
chantment, do villages, towns and cities spring up 
in it! The fabled stories we read in our childhood 
of fairy creation have become reality. There are 
people now living in this city, who were born before 
the year 1729, when Baltimore was but a barren 
heath or quagmire ; now it contains at least 70,000 
inhabitants. 

Other parts of the country have increased, and 
are still increasing, in almost as great a ratio.— 


| Where but a few years ago, the face of the earth 


was covered with a howling wilderness—where no- 
thing was to be seen but lofty forests, roving wild 
beasts, and the wandering savage—where civilized 
man had never penetrated, we now see towns and 
villages, and the elezancies and refinements of civi- 
lizauon. The earth is made to yield her annu- 
al increase, and the busy hum of industry animates 
the joyful scene. Why is it that the like is to be 
found in no other country on earth? Other coun- 
tries have uncultivated wildernesses, with an abun- 
dant population, and all the physical means of sub- 
duing the ruggedness of nature and compelling the 
earth to yield her annual tribute to the necessities 
and comforts of the human family. Yet in these 
countries we see no such rapid improvements. 
Man is surely the same animal in America, that he 
is in Europe or Asia—as capable of labor, and 
stimulated to it by the same motives.—As, there are 
no physical causes which can produce this differ- 
ence, we must look for itamong moral ones. These 
moral causes consist principally, we apprehend, in 
the perfect liberty every man has to pursue his own 
interests, and the perfect security with which he en- 
‘oys the fruit of his own industry.— Zelegraph.
